Tax E reade in one of the Soprets 
Ca! or Pſalmes of King Danid,that 
| princely Prophet, and ſweet 
1X finger of 1ſrael, Weeprng may 
| abide at Euening , but ioy com- 
l meth in the morning. 
As if the Prophet ſhould 
: === haucſaid, The changes and 
chances ofthis life,and ofall mortall chings,may be 
compared to nothing better,then toa day, and toa 
night,to a morning,and to an cuening. 

For as we ſce the experience thereof continu- 
ally, The faireſt_and cleareſt day, hath oftentimes 
a cloud: ouerca{t it beforenight , andſometime a 
verie great ſtorme ortempeſt zriling; as on the con- 
trary,after the darkeſt and moſt tempeſtaous night, 
many times followeth a verie calme and Sun ſhi- 
ningday. Solikewiſe inthe world,may bee ſeene 
and obſeruedas in a Glaſle, thegreatalterations of

(theſonne of God Chriſt Ieſus, of whom hee was 
atrue figure,excepted.) Andbeing about thattime 
he compoled the thirtieth Pſalme, or not long be- 
tore,in the greateſt aduerlitie that eucr he was (be- 
ing expulſedout of his owne houſe and kingdome 
by his owne ſonne 45/o/om-)and at that preſent,or a 
licle beforeghe ſung this Plalme,publikely by Gods 
oreat bencfite and mercie reſtored, to his former 
proſperitie, and reeſtablithed againe in his owne 
houſe and kingdome, to his owne excecding ioy, 
and (ingularcomfort of his ſubie&s:he compareth 
the time of his ws os and aduerſitie, to a night . 
or eucning, which commonly is Jarke and tempe- 
ſtuous, and his reſtoring and proſperitie;to a day or 
morning, whichis vſually bright and more plea- 
ſing : ſayingas I ſaydin the beginning, Weeping or 
hzauie cheare,may tarrie or abide at Enening, but ioy or 
reiocing commeth in the morning. How fitting this 
Sonnet of Dauid; may ſort and agree with this pre- 
ſent time,I leaueit at large tobee conſidered of, ha- 
ſting to proceede on (by diuine aſsiſtance,) accor- 
ding as I haue purpoſed, and promiſed inthe be- 
ginning of this booke, 

Two things offer themſelues to be diſcourſed 
of out of the foreſaid ſentence of king David, name- 
ly of Sorowing and Reioycing:firſt of both of them 
toyntly,as they arenaturall affefions, and then of 
eucry of them ſcuerally in their ſeuerall places, or 
rather ofrhe cauſes of each of them, according to 
thetime and occaſion, and agreeing with my pre- 


ſent intention.

| taine dayes,as fooliſh Naball did, who as the Scrip- 
; $am,25.z, . urcſaytir,His bears died within bim, and he was like 4 
 ſone(aſlooneas his wifetolde him of Dauids intent 
ta be reuenged of him and his family,for his chur- 
liſh anſwere,)yetthegriefe ſtil Jurkingin ſome cor- 
ners of the heart(which cauſethirto ſend forth ma- 
ny a ſorrowfull ſigh) is the cauſe of conſumpti ons,

which bringeth forth cithera tedious life, ora haſte. 
ned death : theretore it is truly faid, Griefe bath kil- 
led many aman, loy contrary wile,it it be very great 
and ſudden,may ſometimes thaugh nor ſo often as 
ſorrow doth, bring diſſolution tothebody,though 
ina contrary {ort to ſorrow(as I haue ſaid) namely 
by reaſon of the extreame joy the heart hath con- 
ceyued of ſome thing aboue preſentexpeRation,o- 
peneth it ſelf wide as a puuſe,ſo that it ſendeth forth 
more naturall heat to the vtter and extreamer parts 
then ithath ſtrength to recall againe: by meanes 
whercot,the vitall (pirites are ſo weakened, and the 
heart fo diſtreſſed , that (as every man knoweth) 
reares wilguth outſin more abundanceſometimes 
for joy then for griefe)andthebody ſtandeth ama- 
zed,as yeelding vnto d<ath, if it beenort the ſooner | 
recotnforted. As Dzagoras is reported of by Gellius, | 
to die preſently through! exceſſe of ioy. And T haue The inconue- | 
feene two ſundry perfons in great extremitie onely Picnce of ſug- 
for ioy, but recouered: how beit,I ſuppoſe that ioy —_ RON 
which is ſo ſuddenly taken,doth not bring ſuchde- © 
triment cothe body or minde afterward,as griefe & 
forrow do.In reſpeRof theſe two extremities, wee 
arecaught by the wiſe,a true mean & moderation, 
namely, to thinkedayly before hand,that we know 
not what newes may befal vs betore night:yea,cuc- 
ry diy and houre:to pray to God for grace and pa- 
ticnce, !hitfo wee may nenerbee putt vp with pro- 
ſperitie,northrowneauwne with aCuerſiry, which 
is the parr of a man full of prudency, paciencie, and 
picticas 7ob,and king Dawd weree& therefore were

notthrwnedowne with the greateſt aduerfities, 
but with prayer andpaticnce , they oucteame the 
ſame, and both might ling this part of the ſong (as 
no doubt they didin their languages.) 
T hen diaft thou Furne my eriefe and wo, 
vrntoa chearefullvoyee: 
Te mourning weede thou tookeſt me fro, 
and madeſt me to reioyce, 
And as it is before [aid Weeping abideth at enening, 
but ioy commeth inthe morning, Thus hauing ſpoken 
ſomewhat of theſe contrarie paſhons ingenerall, I 
will now begin toſpeake of either of them in parti- 
cular, Firſt of ſurrow, inthis firſt Treartiſe,or as I 
haue ſaid,of the cauſe of ourlate ſorrow, And foral- 
much as the Scripture calleth kings wurſing fathers, 
and Queenes nurſing mothers ofthe church and com- 
mon wealth: How can it bee that we thepeople of 
this land, &the native ſubic&ts ofſucha ſoueraigne, 
being now Jately-weaned from any longer lucking 
Ourlate Qu: the(weeteand tender paps of ourlate moſt deareſt 
amolt 'oving beloued Queene,, who liuing, loued vs as dearely 
nurictot : 
hand, (doubtles) if nor more deatly, then euerany nurſe 
or mother loued her bcloued babe,8& dying,cared 
for vs better,then we couldfor our ſelucs: yea, and 
through whoſe tender, and moſt motherly care all 
the while ſheliued & raigned ouervs, we haue bin 
fed (as may fay)with the pappe ofthis land, with 
milke and honie (as the ſcripture ſaith) both in our

latry from them, reſtored and eſtabliſhed truereli. 
gion amonpſt them, kept the greateſt and ioyfulleſt 
Paſſcouer that euer king kept in 7eruſalembetore'or 
after him,loued the land and his ſubie&ts moſt ten- 
derly , and louedand ferued God himſelfeall the 
dayes of his life moſt zealouſly and deuoutly:inſo- 
much that the holy Ghoſt regeſtreth & blazeth his 
praiſcs in the booke of eternall fame;in this fort. Like 
onto king Toſias was there no king before him, that turned 2.Kin 9:33.25; 
#0 the Lord with all his heart, and with all his ſoale, and 
withall his might according to all the lawof Moſes, nei- 
ther after aroſe there any like him, ' For this cauſe it is 
ſaid inthe Text,. That Jeremiah the Prophet lamented 
Tofiah,and all ſinging men, and ſinging women mourned 
for 1oſiah is their lamentations, and made the ſame for 
an ordinance vnto 1ſrael,tobe kept in remembrance unto 
ſucceeding poſterities,

parture hence moſt tenderly,that true religiomight 
be preſerued,and the publike peace of her country 
maintained, praying Gods heartely (no doubt) 
as euer /acob prayed for his children in his death- 
bed,to bleſfle this land,and her people withali hca- 
uenly happines, and induring proſperity: How 
then, ſhould wee not weepe and mourne for the 
lacke & loſſe of fuch a mother? Rahellth2 mother 
of ſome of the children of Iſrae!l, by a fine figura- 
tive ſpeech is brought in,in the {criptures, mourning 
for her chilarenatter (he is dead; wetherefore, the 
liuing children of this land, may well mourne for 
ourdearcſt mother, not becaule ſhee is dead, for 
therein ſhe hath but yeelded vnto nature, but be- 
cauſe ſhee is no longer liuing to care for vs, and to 
comfort vs,and dayly to pray for ys, as heretofore 
ſhe hath done. 

When the virgin daughter of 7phtah Tudge of If- 1yqges r1. 40. 
raell, was according to her Fathers raſh vow cyther - 
puttodeath (as many hold) or kept onely frem 
matrriage(as Tremeliusthinkerh)the virgin daugh= 
ters of Iſracll her fellowes, went foure times encry 
yeare, While they liued, outinto the wildernefle, 
that there they might bewaile her Virginity. That 
Virgin doubtles, neuer loved 1ſrae!halfe ſo well, as 
our Virgin Queene hath loued England; therforc 
let our enemies giue vs leaueto mournea whilc,& 
letall the Virgins in this land,eſtabliſh it for a lavw in 


their hearts,to mourne yearely in mcaſurc vpon the

ourevrn, Aayofthe dcath of their fellow Virgin, (inreſpeRt 
Virrinwmay Of their virginity)though while ſhe lived,far aboue 
yeare'y mourn them in authority. 
forthelofleof. AndhereI cannot bur remember acertain note 
Quecne, Whichistobercad in our Chronicles, w hereby it 

[ ſeemeth that our Queene deceaſed, was by diuine 
inſpiration perſwadedto liue and diea Virgin, for | 
ata timeof a Parliament, inthe firſt entrance ofher ; 
Maieſties moſt happy raigne: There was an carneſt 
motion made by the ſpeaker of the Parliament, by 
the conſent of both houſes, to moue her Grace to 

marriage, witheutany limitation of time when, or 
perſon whome ſhe ſhould marry with,leauing that 
(as it was meete for Subicctes to doe) to the-excel— 
lency of her wiſedome in due time to conſider of. 
Themanner of this motion (becauſe it was fimple) 
and the mindes ofall the mouers, (becauſe it prv- 
ceeded from their loues, and tendedto ſucceſſion, 
and ſoto the great good of the land, asit might be 
hoped )her maicſtyliked 8&allowed of exccedingly 
well : Buttothe matter, which was for her grace to- 
marry, heran{were wasſo excellent,thatme thinks 
|  Icould willingly recite it (verbatim) worde for 
Her Maicftie Worde. The ſumme was, That from her Maic- 
_ intended eo ſttes yeareSof vnderſtanding,ſhe had cholen (as he 
cad 3 VS" (aid)thar life of Virginity, as moſt pleaſing to her 
izader yeares Minde,to ferue Godin; that tothatday,her minde- 
ſo continued, notwithſtanding many honourable 

offers made her grace,. both by the Prince (as ſhee 

lai4)and others for her great aduancement : That 

it her mind were notrefolued otherwiſe in time to: 

coine 
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cometo marry, forthe benefite of ſucceeding po- 
ſterity , yet her Maieſtie did not feare or doubr, 
(wherein ſurely wee may note a diuine working ) 
but that almighty God would ſo worke in her hart, 
(to vie her own wordes,) and in the hartces of your

And here I cannot but maruaile what per{waſi- 
on,ſhould beewitch ſome profeſſed Papiſts of our 
Realme,to thinke or imagine, that if there bee an 
vprore or priuatediſſention in our countrey,wher- 
by the publike enemie ſhould alſo take footing, 
that tiey ſhould bee freer from the rage of the ral- 
call ſouldicrs,and rude people, rather then the pro- 
tcſlors ofthe Goſpell, whereof I doubt not there 
are twenty, if nota hundred, for one profeſſed pa- 
piſt; ſurely,it they looke for any lafetic,except they 
toyne with vs in defence of our Countrey, as by 
nature they are bound(though they lone not our 
religion)they will bee as greatly deccined as the 
Picts,a barbarous people in Scotland wete long a- 
goe,at the firſt comming of the Scotiſh nation into 
that Countrey, were deceiued andlike to bee de- 
ſtroyed too,as well as the Scots their neighboures 
and confederats; by the politique perſwaſion ofthe 
old Brytaynes ofthis land « who cunningly coun- 
(elled(as the Scotiſh .Cronicles report) theſe fore- 
ſaid Pits, who before had madea lcague with the 
Scots,and married their daughters(beingall inhabi- 
tants,as yetthey are of the lame Countrey) to pike 
quarrels,and ſo to make warre withthe Scots, that 
were newly come out of Ireland , andnow in 
league with the, that ſo while they both (as indeed 
they were) being at warreamengthemlclues, and 
their torces weakned, the Brytaynes might the ſou- 
acr oucrrunne them both , andſo conquerando- 
ucrccmetheir Countrey , as by warrC@they began 
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e Kings Retycing. 

But when this policy of the Brytcaines, nothing 
good for the Picts or Scots, was(asthe ſtory layth) 
rcuealed by ſomethat brake from the brittiſh camp 
vntothe Picts,the Pits were very (ory, that they 
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had ſo highly offended the Scots, theiralies and Vanararal 
neighbours;both by making many cruell bickerings #**<: 


among themſelues,as allo by yeelding,nay deſiring 
priuily the olle Brytaines, to come to aide them, 
in their warres againſt their friendes,their wiues, fa- 
thers, kinſe-folke,and brothers the Scots: allo their 
wiues and children came vnto themwith moſt 1a- 
mentable cries,requeſting that they ſhould not fight 
againſt their friends,nor yet1ioine with the Brytains 
becauſe now they knew them to bee their greateſt 
foes: thus being in a moſt miſerable caſe, as hating 
the Scots who were the ſtronger,and greater num= 
berin preſent fight with them; and the Brytaines 
with a greatarmic houering (as the Kyte did ouer 
the fighting frog andthe moule Jand hiding them- 
ſelues in the mountaines,neither ayding the Pictes, 
as they promiled,nor fighting againſt them, till the 
Scots had more weakned them (that ſothey might 
fall vpon boch of them at one time ) they Pictes (I 
ſay )being in this ſore diſtreſſe; fall ro entreaterheir 
old friends (who are euer better then |\new) the 
Scots topardon their errour,ſeeing they were decei- 


uedby the Brytaines; alſo to conlider of both their 


dangers,and that a new league might be confirmed 
betwecne them:whereunto the Scots ſoone aflen- 
ted (as being beſt for them) and ſo {ioyning both 
their forces together,with much adoethey expelled

their common enemies, which if they had continu- 

- diuided, would ſarely haue ouercome them ſpee 
ily. 

s I would to God the papiſts of our Countrey,

{wade my ſelfe,their may be many papiſts in opinis 
that are not of that mind to fight with our enemies,
